[| 1. Prior to 6 December 1951, the lst PS Bn in Hranice (*: 51/P 19) was subordinate 
to the PS bricade in Cheb (1 51/P 37), which was commanded by Senior Lieute- 
nant Peprny (fnu). Peprny was the successor to Captain “larcin (fnu) who was 
Getached to an officer schceol in the U.5,5.f. in the fall of 1951. Captain 
“arcin (fnu) succeeded ‘ajor Okrouhlik (fnu), who was assigned to Unit Utvar 
No 9600 in Prasue in the spring of 1951. Staff Uaptain Murik (fnu) was the 
administrative officer of the brigade. 


2, The PS brigade, in turn, was subordinate to Unit Utvar No 9600 which was 
commanded by Colonel avacek (fnu); Colonel Taus (fnu) was the political 
officer. (1) Also identified waa a General Smoldas (fru), who, according to 
runors among the soldiers, was arrested in the fall of 1951. The PS brigade 
also included a labor platoon of about 100 men and an engineer platoon in Cheb, 

a notor transport platoon in Vejtanov, and another PS battalion in As (1: 51/P 18). 


3. The PS battalion in Uranice, Utvar No 6883, was comianded by Lieutenant Yenys (fnu) 
anc consisted of a headquarters of abovt 30 men in Hranice; two conpanies of 
about 50 nen each in Trojmezi (11 S1/P 19); one company in Krasnany controlling 
a border sector facing Javaria to the left anc the Soviet 4one of Germany to the 
right; ono conpany in Pastviny (11 51/P 19); one company Utvar No 6069, P.2.3. 
U/2hi, in Ujezd Ci S1/P 19)3 and one company Utvar Ne 6002, P.O.B. 15/2hg, in 
Stitary (7: 51/P 19). About 70 percent of the personnel were Czechs anc 30 per- 
cert Slovaks.
